daya to bring Oregon salmon to our mar
kota. Although It la not generally known
it may be Raid that the Columbia river la

the most prollflo fish stream in tbo world,
its annual ylold being ton times greater
than that of any otbor rlrer.

"Iloretoforo the Columbia rlrer salmon
have been either salted or canned, and be
abundant was the yield last year that the
world was glutted with canned salmon.
Tho market was greatly overstocked, and
instances wore known wboro dozens of

one pound cans wore sold as low as one
coot each.

'As soon as the salmon began to run in
the Columbia rlvor this spring shipments
wore commenced from Portland, Oregon,
by the Pacific express and wore landed in
this olty In good order aud sold at retail
fortwonty Uvoconts per pound."

Toe roar Varieties.
Thoro are four different variotlcs of sal

men found in the Columbia river. Tho
first makes its appoarance in March, and
is known aB the " stcol head" (Sahne
aardnerii). These fish are noted for the
faot (hat t'iclr Bkull bono is be hard
that it cannot be out with a hatohot. In
weight they average from twelve to twenty
pounds caob, and their flesh, whioh is a
pale pink, has an insipid flavor and Is not
esteemed good eating by tbo Orcgonians.
Tho next variety Is the " Chinook"

quinna) In shape and size it
differs from the " steel head," being a
much broader fish, chunky and of larger
slza ; lu weight runs from fifteen to fifty
pound each ; in color its flesh is a very
deep red. Its flavor is equal to the Ken-nobec- k

salmon, and this Is the fish that is
used by the canner.

Tho third variety is the " blue blaoic "
salmon, which has not as yet been class!
fled by scientists. It Is very muoh smaller
than tbo two just named, weighing only
from thrco to five pounds each. Tbo
"blue black" is a symmetrical fish. Its
flesh is deep red in color aud equal in
flavor to the " Chinook." Doth the
Chinook ana the blue blaok diflor from
the stcol head, as tlioir skulls can be easily
split open with a kuifo. Tbo fourth and
last variety 1b a salmon that weighs from
fifteen to twenty pounds and resembles in
every particular tbo California or rainbow
trout. Ltko the " raindow " it has a rid
dish band running from its bead to its tall.
It) ilenh is pale pink in color and in ilavor
inferior to the Chinook.

"Early in the opening of the Noithem
Paoiilo railroad," continued Mr. Ulackford
" a refrigerating car company was cstab
llshcd liv tbo Marquis do Mores, a Frouoh- -

man. Tho first car load of 20,000 pounds
of salmon waB shipped on Friday night last
from Dallas. Oregon. It will arrlvo in
this olty on Saturday night. Tho fish are
caught on the Columbia river by what are
known as salmon wheels. Thceo wheels
are erected on the banks of the rlvor, and
are turned by machineiy worked by bteam.
Tho fleh are so abundant that they are
scooped up by the wheel and thrown on
tbo ground. Tho salmon are then eviscer-
ated and packed in boxes, 100 pounds of
fish in each box. Tho boxes are stowed in
the refrigerator car where a temporature
of thirty live, degivoa is maintained. Tho
cars are attached to pasecugor train and
atrivo hero in seven days."
